And the Scottifh 
Kirk have Declar’d all Toleration to be 
Eftablifning Iniquity by a Law. And the Vin- 
dicator ot our Englifh Diffenters has, in their 
Names, Declar’d, that they are upon the 
fame Foot with the Presbyterians in S¢éatland, 


‘and upon None other, as I Quoted him in

Then 
it is Plain what they Drive at, and havein 
View.

Modeftly be Afade, in the Name of the Diffen- 
ters in ENGLAND, to any Man to prove that 
a Comprehenfion had ever its Rife among them, 
or that any Diffenter ever clofed with it.

But I have heard that the Diffenters, once 
ypon a Day, wou’d have been very Glad 
to have Gain’d a bare Toleration, far more 
a Comprebenfion. And that Mr. Baxter and 
feveral others of their moft Famous Teachers, 
did Comply and Conform to a very Great 
degree, 10 as to fhew that they thought 
not the Communion of the Church of England 
any way Unlawful.

And is 
this all we have Got by our Toleratizg the 
Diffenters, and Courting them at fuch a Pro- 
digious rate; that they are now farther 
off from Us than Ever! That they Scorn 
and Trample upon the Complyance of their 
former Leaders, arid are Got up to the 
Tip Top of the Pinacle! Are not thefe 
the Hig -Flyers? 

But, Aafter, they are Refolv’d to let 
none of your Words fall to the Ground. 
You always told us this woud be the 
Effet of Indulging them, and putting Power 
into their hands.» That they wou'd al- 
ways A& according to the full Power they 
had, and make ule of it to get More; 
And never Reft till they had the Whole. 


(5.). Rebear{- This was. eafily Collected 
(without the Spirit of Propbe/y) by ob- 
ferving the fame Steps by which they Rofe 
to Power before, and at laft Engrofs’d the 
Whole, both in Church and State, into their 
own Hands. 

But without Remembring former Times, 
(which is now thonghe Invidious) f will 
Defire to do them no other Wrong, than 
to fuppofe that they are Afen, and, if they 
Pleafe, Con/cgentions Men. Now is no Man 
who is in Earneft with Religion, but wou'd 
wifh all the World tobe of his Mind. 
And ther is no Man but wou’d Defire that 
Church or Perfwafion he is of Profper, 
and to Prevail. And wou'd te: it 
by all Lawful means. Therefor I muit 
ftill be of my own Opinion, That what- 
ever Indulgence or Toleration as to Religion 
is Granted on Account of Confcience, yet 
that where Men of Different * Per/waftons, 
and Oppofite to Each other, are Admitted 
iato the Legiflature, or to Vote for the 
Members of it, ther muft be a Perpetual 
Struggle in fuch a Frame, and from fach 
Convulfions ther is a Continual Danger to 
the whole Conftitution. For this 1 propos’d 
the Example of Holland, where tho’ ther 
is Toleration to the full as to Religion, yet 
none of a Different Religiompfrom that of 
the States, have any Accefs to the Govern- 
ment, to be a Member of the States, or in 
the Magiftracy. They make ufe of them 
for Soldiers in their Army, but they mutt 
not meddle with their Conftitution. And 1 
believe every Body will Allow me, and 
can fee it at firft Sight, That if all the 
Different Perfwafiens in Religion that are Tor 
lerated in Holland, were Admitted into the 
States General, they wou’d not be fo Una- 
nimous as they are, nor their Conftitution fo 


fafe. 








(6.) And they ftand not upon y;-4::7, 
how Much or how Little you Difier 
them; Or whether you can Occafionaln

(7.) The Argument of Birth-Right, in 
this Cafe is Ridiculous. For ther fs not g 
Country inthe World (England nor Ey. 
cepted) where Men are not Excluded the 
Legiflature, and that meerly on Account of 
their Religion. 


(8.) Nor is it any Hardhip to them 
For whoever is of a Different Perfroafan 
from the Church Eftablifl’d in any Country 
ought to think himfelf very well Deals 
with, if he be fuffer’d to Enjoy his own 
Perfwation to himfelt. But to Defire a Vote 
in the Legiflarure is manifeftly faying, Pu 
me in a way to overturn your Conjtitution 
as far as in my Power, and to make all 
the Parties and Fattions 1 can againtt it, 
And Experience has made good, and ever 
will make good, all that I have faid. For 
it is Founded upon Plain and Undeniable 
Reafon. 


(9.) Country.m,. Efpecially where a Party 
declare themfelves Jr-Reconcilable, and that 
no Conceffions will Pleafe them, lefS than 
giving up all. »
